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Electric circuits in houses are connected in series. 


If one light bulb damaged or disconnected the others will not work 


The electric circuit doesn't contain switch. 


We cannot open and close the circuit 


The force of gravity if the mass of an object increases. 


The force of gravity will increase 


A large amount of electricity passes through an electric circuit has an 
electric device, and this circuit doesnot contain a resistor.
